NE jump to Gotham — that is 


the plan of Clair K. Vance, 
famous U. S. air 'mall 'pilot, 


who is at this moment putting tha 
finishing touches to his great new 
"mystery ship" at Eeno. 
Vanes 


plans to fly from San Francisco to 
New York without a -single stop. 


Vance will fly alone, to conserve 


weight .and gasoline. He will be at 
the pilot's controls for more than 
twenty hours without slee-p. Dis- 
cussing- his plans for the first time 
tie airman said: 


"it I have no bad luck I will 


.have the ship all tested and ready 
for my try at the non-stop trans- 
continental trip on April 1. 


"The ship will rate 130 miles an 


hour. 
Air tentative rqute I have 


already worked out. 


'T will leave San Francisco from 


the Air Mail field at noon. I will 
cross the Hump and fly in a direct 
line for Rock Springs, Wyoming; 
7SO miles away, where I should 
arrive at C o'clock in the evening-. 
Then I figure nine hours of night 
flight will bring me over Chicago, 
with the hour advance in time, ar- 
riving over the lake city at 5 in 
the morning, and at noon on this 
same dt'.y should reach New York, 
my final destination. 


'"This will make the entire cross- 


country, 
coast-to-coaat 
run 
in 


twe-uiy-ona hours." If would in- 
volve twelve hours of daylight fly- 
ing- and nine hours night sailing1. 


"Of course this tentative pro- 


gram depends upon^weather con- 
ditions and perhaps 
many other 


conditions that will arise. It will 
be no sinecure — a sustained flight 
like that- My night flying will l>« 
over reasonably level country, and 
wSU be straight away. 
Of course, 


I have figured upon the moonlight 
night for the trip. 


"In the matter of feed?. I will 


carry sandwiches and have good 
strong tea for a stimulant. Tcs, 
tea will act as a stimulant, because 
I have never used coffee or tea 
in all my life. 


"I realise that I have undertaken 


a big job. I know that I will hava 
* lot of heart-breaking experiences 
even before I make the ship ready 
for test, and the ride will not be 
a bed of roses by a long shot. It is 
a pretty big job for a man who 
works i"or was-3 and 
does very 


nearly all his own work. But long 
ago J had ideas and theories about 
a ship that would make the sus- 
tained flight

United States. There is no reason 
that I can see why I cannot make 
the run. 


"It's no easy thing Jor one man 


to figure and plan and to create a 
plane for work like this. I hav»

vived When Riders 
Run Relay Race Over 
Great American Desert 


__E "Pony Express" comes to 
! I 
life again next September. 
' 
One of the most historic *nd 


stining episodes of that great hu- 
irian epic, the opening up and the 
settlement of the American West, 
will be re-enacted m all its glory, 
According to plans now being com- 
pleted in the states of ilis&ouri, 
Kansas, Colorado, Utah, .Nevada 
and California, which constitute the 
territory once covered by the riders 
of the famous express. 


And this is the plan as It stands 


today: 


Volunteer riders, mounted on the 


same type of hardy pomes and 
mustangs, which at one time car- 
ried the mails over the two thou- 
sand milea between the Missouri 
river and Sacramento, will run a 
relay race over the same stretch 
which was ones known as "The 
Great American Desert." Just as 
in the days of the express uders 
will these actors in a latter-day re- 
cital of deeds of do-and-dare, run 
on horseback from station to sta- 
tion, transferring their "mail" at 
the end of their "beat" to the next 
rider, and making the same "sched- 
ule time" for which the great pony 
riders were so renowned. 


Former United States Senator 


James D. Phclan heads die com-

Thp names-of Mark 
Twain and Bret Harte, those great 
re-eoidrrs of life in the days of the 
pony express, will be honored at 
those festivals, 


"The ponies in tljbi great race 


will be routed, as far as California 
Is concerned, through the old min- 
ing country, over Sacramento and 
Oakland to San Francisco and the 
Golden Gate. 


"As luck will have it. the roads 


to be covered by the riders are in 
the 
best possible condition for 


ponies and in the worst condition 
for 
automobiles. They are not 


paved. Thus the ponips and their 
riders will haie almost as clear a 
roaa over the 2000 miles between 
St. Joseph, Mo. and Sacramento as 
that enjojed by the old-time rid- 
ers." 


Though we have all hoard of the 
"pony express," few men and 
women of the present generation 
realize just what these intretud 
riders had to go through. In this 
connection it is of interest to hear 
w'ut one of the ivw sun .\ ing 
members of that "dauntless bri- 
gade," now a resident of Alameda, 
has to say on that absorbing SSb- 
ject. His name is John Seebeck, 
and he lives at 763 Santa Clara 
avenue. Seebeck is now 84 years 
old, and is still hale and hearty. 


In an interview Seebeck 
fold 


how he was "riding for the ex- 
press" when he was 20 years old.

"Did I carry aims? Only a six- 


shooter! 
But ruy job was to carry 


the mails through, to keep sched- 
ule time and not to fight the In- 
dians if it could possibly be helped. 
My speed varied, of course, -with 
the nature of the country I was 
traveling over. 


"On an average I covered niy 


ninety miles within ten hours. 


"The horses which I rode were 
mustangs from 
California, 
and 


they were not much to look at, but 
could go like the wind. "They had 
boen hardly broken to the saddle 
and most of them had only their 
fore fcPt shod, their hind feet be- 
ins; \iu naturcl' as the .French say. 
"These mustangs were up to ail

they would he down and balk. In 
that case I could not aftord to 
waste much time over thorn, and 
had to take my 'mail pouch' and 
walk to the nearest express sta- 
tion, for the rule was 'to carry the 
mails at whatever cost.' 


"The breed of mustangs which 


we rode is now almost extinct jn 
California, 
But in my day they 
were plentiful and cheap, costing 


or twos, but in entire droves. Only 
* few mustangs are to be seen now- 
adays, and I understand that Miller 
& Lux have a, few." 
Seebeck .«ays that he used to 
"ride day «nd night" when he was 
a "pony rider" and that he was 
ouen so Ulea ihitl he leu 4bkel» 
th& moment after delivering his 
mail 
He gave the Piute Indians "a 
wide berth," he says, and tells how 
these redskins of the Nevada plains 
on a subsequent occasion butchered 
an entire company of more than a 
hundred Chinamen, who were en 
r<>ut« t« so*n*> silver win *.

awaiting- a rider. So precise did 
the riders become in timing their 
arrival at these stations that th« 
keepers of the stations used to 
stand waiting: with the ponies in 
the middle of the road, the horse's 
head being turned in the ulrectioa 
it was presently to take!

second was wasted in transferring 
the mails from one horse to an- 
other. Out of one saddle into an- 
other the rider would vault, to ba 
off asrain like the -wind! One rider 
left St. Joe each day and one Sac- 
ramenio. 
The pony express •was started on 


April j;, 1360. In. the latter part of 
1S61 it was forced out of business 
by the Paciflc telegraph. 


Many famous riders have carried 


the- mails for the pony express- 
men like Buffalo Bill, "Pony Bob" 
Haslam, Johnnie Frey,. Jack Keet- 
ley' and others. Most of these have 
now joined the silent majority, but 
a tew of the veterans are yet alive. 
"Johnnie" Frey was the flrst 


"pony rifier" to leave St. Joe. He 
was but 20 years old, and his 
"stretch" was over a distance of 
SO miies to Seneca, where his mail 
•was taken over by another rider. 
Fray was Jellied in the Civil War. 


The hardships overcome by these 


men were enormous. They did not 
pose as fighters, and were not sup- 
posed to engage in combat with 
the Indians, who often attempted to 
intercept them, if they could out- 
distance the savages. As their 
horses were much fleeter than the 
ponies of the Indians, they gener- 
ally led the redskins a merry race. 
Occasionally, however, the Indians 
would lie in wait for the riders, or 
pick them off with rifles from some 
pome OL var.iase or shoot arrows 
into them when they were passing 
through some narrow gulch or can- 
yon. 
Several of the riders were 


captured and scalped in this man- 
ner. 
Often the motive inspiring 


the Indians to kill the riders was 
fonnd to be a desire to possess the 
fleet ponies on which the white men 
•jvere mounted. One pony rider, a 
Mexican, was chased for many 
miles by mounted Indians, who 


whose arrows yet found their mar*. 
with the result that the rider ar- 
rived at the shelter of the station 
only to fall dead from his horse, 


"vv"i!liam F. Cody ("Buffalo Bill") 


had many wild adventure* over IU3 
stretch of 75 miles on the north 
fnr!; *»£ **"• Pin**'1 river »o Three 
Crossicgs of the Sweet Water. Here 
were Indians galore, of the most 
dangeroug tribes. On one .occasion, 
after having- covered his 75 miles, 
and having crossed a dangerous 
river roaring Its way through a 
narrow/- and steep canyon, he found 
the rider who was .to have taken 
over his ja3.il poach lying dead, 
scalped by the Indians.

made by a pony rider is credited to

Speaking of the almost superhu- 


man determination of the riders, 
the- "toughness" of their 'ponies 
should not be overlooked. One old- 
timer, whose business it was to 
shoe the ponies and examine them, 
said on the subject: 
"The animals 


that Johnnie Frey and Jim Beatlcy 
used to ride were the worst iiuiis 
of Satan in the business. The only 
way I could master them was to 
throw them and get a rope around 
each foot and/stake them cut ar.d 
have a man on the head and on- 
other on the body while I trimmed 
the feet and nailed the shoes on, 
and then they would SQueal and 
bite all the time I was working on 
them. It generally took half a day 
to shoe one of them. But. travel! 
They never seemed to get tired. I 
knew of Johnnie Frey riding one 
of them for fifty miles without a, 
change. He was about as tough 
every way as the ponies, and Jim 
Beatley was another of the same 
piece." 
William James, another rider, 


used to make a round trip of 120 
miles in twelve hours. The horses 
used by him were California mus- 
tangs, famous for their speed. In 
the sixty niilss which he rode either 
way he changed ponies four times. 
.Tarnes had to cross two mountain 
peaks and two valleys fuli of Sho- 
shone Indians on his route. 


Of river Jack Keetley the story 


is told that he covered a distance 
of 340 miles without sleep in thirty- 
one hours, but that at the end of 
the rid« o-shau.sle'l nature co'.;H 
stand the trial no longer and Keet- 
ley fell asleep during the last five 
miles of the ordeal and arrived in 
that condition at his destination. 
But not a. letter was missing from 
his mail pouch!

than it \voald mean today, yet It 
was decidedly not. a fortune com- 
mensurate with the risks the riders 
took. 
The "pony express" com- 


pany cannot be blamed for thia 
scale of pay, for the company itself 
was losing money, since it. had sunk 
about $100,000 in the venture. The 
top scale pay of J150 was paid to 
those riders, such as Buffalo Bill, 
who took the greatest chances, 
such aa riding through the hunting 
grounds of the most bloodthirsty 
of the Indian tribes—the Cheyennes 
and COmanches. Here the stations 
of the express had perforce to as- 
sume the character Of miniature 
forts, garrisoned by well-armed 
men. 


A number of cases are on rec- 


ord where pony riders were swept 
from their horses when crossing 
mountain torrents and their horses 
drowned. Then the "rider." instead 
of sitting down by the wayside, had 
to "foot it" for many miles, carry- 
ing: his mail pouch to the nearest 
station. A mail pouch was hardly 
ever lost, and there was one in- 
stance where a, rider was overtaken 
by Indians, killed and scaiped, but 
where his pony escaped with the 
letters, which <• were subsequently 
found scattered over the prairie, 
collected and delivered to the ad- 
dresses! 
Pony express letters were 


wrapped in oil cloth to protect 
them against the water and were 
then placed in the four uivifeions o£ 
a leather brig-, each of which was 
provided with a lock an., key:

around the world unless some ex- 
pert in fine woods buys the junk. 
She was built by the doughty skip- 
per himself out of camphor wood 
and other fine Far East hard lim- 
ber.". 
The trip of the 3?-foot 
Amoy, 


probably the smallest craft to ne- 
gotiate the great circle route across 
the Pacific, was filled to overflow- 
ing with adventure. For eighty- 
seven days the Amony was storm- 
tossed and assailed by one typhoon 
lifter another. 
Instead of main- 


taining a course along the forty- 
second degree of latitude the junk 
wns blown to the fifty-second de- 
preo, far up under the Aleutian 
islands. The Amoy rode the waves, 
however, like a glorrfied 
tinsel- 


covered cork. 
Direct evidence of the early vis- 


itation of Orientals to the coast of 
California before the time of the

t:u'n husband's, has been one filied 
with adventure.

of my earliest remem- 
brances," she states, "is that of a

The Amoves what is classed as a 


handsome junk by the Chinese. She 
is a treat to the eyes with her 
gaudy colors, 
and 
square sails. 
Two glaring eyes- are painted on 
the bow so as to permit the tiny 
craft to see where she is going-.. It 
is because these 
eyes' were on 


crooked that the Amony was un- 
able to travel in a straight line 
and ended up under the Aleutians, 
declared the three Chinese who de- 
serted the craft in the Canadian 
port. 
- 
The deck is also a place of in- 
terest because of the curious ar- 
rangements for the 
handling of 
sails and gear. The blocks are all 
hand 
carved by Captain Waard 
and in most cases have no sheaves. 
The .rudder is a huge timber ar- 
rangement •which was three times 
carried away by the storms. The 
Ambny came in through the Gol- 
den Gate using a jury rig to steer 
by.The sails are hoisted by means 
of a log drum arrangement. The 
same is the scheme in handling tlfe 
anchor. The vessel has tttl-ee masts 
and can reel off an 
average of 


seven to eight knots with a good 
•wind blowing. The Amoy nraws 
but four feet of water and has a 
keel but 32- feet long. Her water- 
line is 45 feet and at the deck she 
measures 55 feet. Although

decidedly 
top-heavy 
the 


Amony, because of the shear and 
overhang, is a wonderfully 
dry 


and seaworthy craft. 
Since 3821 there has been a rec- 


ord of more than two dozen Chi- 
nese and Japanese junks, 
both 
large and small, which have effect- 
ed a landing on the coast of Cali- 
fornia, Oregon 
and 
the 
more 


northerly points. 
Only as recent- 
ly as 1914 three Japanese fishing 
junks, blown away from Japan by 
the storms, made their way across 
the Pacific 
and 
landed on this 
coast. The crew of one of 
the 


•vessels wTas captured and returned 
to Japan. The other two escaped 
Inland. 


-The earlier visit of the Chinese 
to America shortly after the year 
400 is given interestingly by the 
Chinese historian, Li Yan Tehepu. 
According to his statement a Chi- 
nese expedition discovered a coun- 
try-lying a distance of 20,000 li to 
the east which the travelers named 
JFusang, from a plan: which was 
abundant 
there. 
This 
plant is 
thought to have been the 7-fPxican 
maguay, for he states ihe piant is 
tised as food and the bark is pre-

According to the report of the 
historian the 
monkish travelers 
stated that the natives of Fusang 
bad a system of writing and used

from the evidence gathered to show 
that less than one-half of one per 
cent of the migrating- salmoiisever 


.' reached the crest of this particular 
dam, because no adequate runway 
had been provided, was that the 
majority of these gamey fish, true 
to their instiacts, would continue 
the hopeless task of'"fighting the 
dam" until they perished. 


The observations at the Redding 


- d'ain were made through an im- 


provised water-glass or hydroscope. 
Such a- devise was perfected fay 
cementing a. plain auto headlight 
lens into the end of an eight-inci 
galvanized sneer-iron casing.

It was impossible for the ob- 


servers to estimate the percentage 
of salmon destroyed through con- 
tact with the dam structures. It 
is 'believed, however, to have be^n 
very heavy, and many observers 
are confident that the majority 
of the migrating saimon continue 
to "fight" the 
dam until they 
perish. 
In addition, a type of 


fungus disease has been quite pre- 
valent among salmon in the S^c- 
raniento river, and it is believed 
probable that this disease is en- 
abled to infect through the abra- 
sions caused by battering- against 
the dam. 


Authorities in charge of

Redding dam had selected a twelve- 
root gap for the location of their

To do this Ekerold wants to es- 


tablish a sort of meteorological 
league of nations. He has already- 
obtained the sanction of the Nor- 
wegian and the 
British govern- 


ments, and is now working with 
considerable hopes of success to 
bring the United States into such 
an agreement. It is on Jan Mayen 
Island, the tiny cone of an extinct 
volcano, in the Arctic Ocean, north 
of Iceland, and midway between 
North- Cape, Norway, and 
tha 


Greenland coast, that Ekerold has 
Bet lip the world's farthest north 
wireless weather forecasting sta- 
tion. 
It was established as the result 


of muoh research work concerning 
heavy storing that originated with- 
out warning and without apparent 
cause. 
Norway is peculiarly cle- 


jiondvut upon coastwise shippuuc, 
•which had always suffered heavily 
from Hir- nf-rpf-r-tcfl northerly anrl 
nortiiwtfsiierly gales, The worst of 
these cf>me from a "b!in,d corner" 
which had never been charted by 
meteorological experts because they 
did not know exactly wli'sire it was. 


In August of 192f lyferold set 
•ail with a eiWi-idepuble" party and 
two ships to discover the blind cor- 
ner. 
They sailed (Around the Arc- 
tic, making observations and chart- 
ing wind, directions, until they came 
to Jan Mavon 'Tslnnd. which hail 


save for occasional visits of whal- 
ers, since tJSe Dutch abandoned 
their fishing*settlement in 1632.

equipped with two IBS-foot masts, 
and installed his meteorological in- 
struments.

Having established this station 


on Jan Mayen Island, Ekerold pro. 
poses to girdle the Arctic Circle 
with 
similar 
stations, 
through 


whose united efforts weather warn- 
ings will be broadcasted through 
the whole Temperate Zone. Farm- 
ers wil! be benefited unmeasurabSy, 
fish erf oik will receive life-saving 
storm warnings and shipping- wili 
be helped against the repetition of 
any iceberg disaster, like 
that 


which befell the Titanic, by warn- 
ings along the iceberg lane. 


He proposes Ut first to put up 
three other stations which with the 
Jan Mayen station will do the 
weather reporting for the world. 
The 3rst would be to the west o* 
Greenland, at Cape Dier, Baffin's 
Land, right on latitude 6T, or the 
Arctic Circle, and '.Jost above the 
northern end of Labrador. 
This 


would bs especially helpful to ves- 
sels on the iceberg lane. The sec- 
ond would be on the Great Bear 
Lake, C.iuiua. iu longitude 123, 
latitude 57. Tfte third would be at 
Point Barrow, on fhe northern tip 
of the" Alaskan, coast. 


Possibility o£a disaster similar to 
that of the Titanic would be for- 
ever precluded by tha station at 
Cape. Dier,. in the opinion, of both 
Dr. Nansen and Ekerold. In addi- 
tion to weather observation, tii» 
station there would maintain a 
tv.-enty-fcur hour lookout for Ice- 
bergs. 
These habitually drift north into 


F.affin Bay. when they sheer off tha 


southward, hugging' the coasts of 
Baffin's Land. The lookout at Cap* 
l~>ier. th« mo?t easterly point, would 
report on their number, size and 
direction of drift and his report 
would be broadcast daily, alon^ 


with the weather, to trans-Atlantic 
shipping. 
"The stations in . Canada and 


Alaska will-be .of inestimable serv- 
ice to railroads, shippers and farm- 
ers," said Ekerold recently in New 
Tork, where he is at present 
located. "Through ptrr analysis of 
conditions In thei-'-vttst region of 
Kb Man's .Land. ..where scientists 
concede all meteorological phe- 
nomena 'on the North. American 
continent originates, we shall be 
able to forecast from si week to 
.ten days in advance just what the 
weather will be in any locality at 
a given time. At present the Arc- 
tic Circle is the unknown factor in 
weather forecasting. 
"When all three stiiions are up," 


continued Ekerold. "the weather 
will be daily broadcasted in ad- 
vance throughout the world. Trans- 
Atlantic travelers will know ; be- 
forehand, just whatl brand of 
weather they may expect during 
their vo3~age with practically niath- 
\ematicalaccuracy, while the fisher- 


men from the Labrador coast dfiroa 
to the Gulf'.and from Alaska down 
to Panama.wiU ,Unew when not to 
go out just:*s the.Jforyfigian nsh- 
ermen. tnew after I established my 
station at Jan Mayen Isliind,;whl&h 
has novv- becii macJe "a permanent 
branch ;of'. the-.Norwegian" weather 
sen-ice.

I came 
to America eighteen years ago and 
settled in this country, becoming, a 
citizen, my interest in it continued. 
I came to believe, however, in the 
modern conception of Arctic explo- 
ration. 
Today the Arctic is- no 


longer unknown; there, is no need 
for expeditions to find the pole or 
enjoy thrilling experiences. 
The 


great need now is to make use of 
this vast and wonderful region, ant! 
there are almost numberless ways 
in which it may be made to serve- 
humanity. 
- 


"While others are working in 


various directions to; this end, 1 
have determined to do' my part by 
'the establishment of Arctic radio 
stations to forecast the weather. I 


- do not want to be understood that 
the .idea is original ifith me. as 
such is.not:the. case. ?It has been 
proposed many times before aad 
for years it has been a common- 
place among meteorologists that in 
that way the solution of the world's 
weather problems could be ef- 
fected. But nobody had taken the 
•necessary first step until I estab- 
lished the station on Jan Mayen 
-Island. .When I first proposed to 
the Norwegian government to do 
this 1 was. informed that the plan, 
was not feasible, that it would be 
next to impossible to overcome the 
Arctic Weather condition and that 
storms would continually put my 
radio 'outfit out of business. 
"By the erection of the Jan 


Mayen -radio station great benefits 
at oijce; developed from the weather 
forecasts broadcasted from it. Up 
to 1921 the yearly average of loss 
-of life and, property in Norway 
frojsj storms wag iaboufc 130 killed 
and 6;000,000 kronen lost. Now, 
while the.statistics are not yet in 
completely,'-the loss has now toe- 
come negligible, .because today the 
Norwegian fishermen consult the 
reports from the- 'station at Jan 
JIayen and -.if.-there is a 
storm 


warning they stay home and re- 
rnain safe, having learned 
from 


bitter experience that that was the 
best course, although at first they 
were inclined to think it childish 
to depend on my reports. 


"If the radio fans ot toJay would 


only spend a winter in the Arctic 
they would then. I believe, more 
fully appreciate, .t5ma it is other- 
wise possible to do, the marvels 
of. radio."

great liner the two customs

ehould have an allowance that he 
should budget and keep accurate 
accounts of all expenditures. But 
not iu the efinie way that one boy 
of my acquaintance kept his ac- 
counts. 
Ills-father gave him ten 


dollars a month and furnished 
him with an account book. "On 
this side, son, 1 want you to enter 
the amount yon receive, from me, 
and on the other side what you 
epend." At the end of the month 
the father called for the book to 
examine the entries. 
On one side 


•was written, "Received ten dollars 
from 
.i:>a<l": on the other side, 


"Spent it all." 


Children should receive money 


•which they need for lunches, car- 
fare, amusements, books. Jind what 
jiot, and keep the accounts in the 
earne manner Jn which a well- 
ordered household keeps accounts. 
Through such an early training 
they will gain valuable knowledge 
In money matters and form habits 
in budget-making. 
Lator, when 
they assume family responsibili- 
ties they will be better able to live

How large an allowance shji 


give my boy? That question I have 
been asked a thousand times in my 
twenty yours' experience with boys. 
That all depends on what is to be 
done with the allowance. Some 
parents pay all of the fixed charges 
such as carfare and lunches and 
provide additional money tor thosd 
things that aro not readily deter- 
minahle. Others require Hie chil- 
dren to meet nil ot their expenses 
out ot n fixed allowance. 
One 


parent whoso boy was under my 
supervision for a number of years, 
who had considerable wealth, told 
Jiis hoy that he could choose be- 
twftiii having a weekly fiscJ allow- 
ance with no accounting of ei- 
F.enrtif'.ires rind hnvinsr a checking: 
Account with no limitations other 
than that he was to account in con- 
siderable detail for all moneys ex- 
pended. This boy took the second 
plan. 
In his ease it was by far 
the wiser one, for he assumed a, 
sane attitude toward his expendi- 
tures. 
- The allowance per week will, of 
course, vary with the circumstances 
oi the family. There should, how- 
ever, be an upper limit, no matter

large enough to permit him to sup- 
port a Slut/, and all that goes with 
such, an extravagance. Allowances 
will have to be somewhat gauged, 
by ;the associates one may hava, 
hut, iin ninttor in what social jrroup 
one may circulate, the allowance of 
an individual should tend towards 
the: amount per Aveek which the 
average *ni ember of the group re- 
ceives.
